MEASURE IS LOST 
Senate Votes to Recon- 
sider Tuesday’s Action 
in Killing $15,000,000 
School Bond Issue. 


Prospects for revision of the con- 

stitution of Georgia in a constitutional 
convention next January vanished late 
Wednesday afternoon when a bill by 
Senator Ira Carlisle, 7th, went down 
to defeat in an avalanche of “nay” 
votes. Following a bitter fight the 
Hill was lost on roll call by a vote of 
33 to 7. ) 
The bill was lost despite the fact 
that Governor Walker Tuesday night 
came out strongly in favor of it. Only 
two speeches were made in defense 
of the measure while over half a dozen 
opposed it. Senators Carlisle and 
Morgan took the floor in support of the 
bill, while Senators Moye, 11th; Boy- 
kin, 37th; Harrell, 12th; Hutcheson, 
37th, and others tvaged a successful 
fight against it. 

Argument of opponents of the con- 
vention was to the effect that the 
Mosaic law was unchanged for 1,300 
years, the Magna Charta is the same 
today as it was when first written, 
and there has never been a second con- 
stitutional convention on the United 
States constitution. Supporters of the 
measure argued that the present. con- 
stitution is a “patch work and needs 
revision.” 

One of the most important actions 
of the day was an overwhelming vote 
by the senate Wednesday morning to 
reconsider its action of Tuesday after- 
noon in defeating a constitutional 
amendment providing for a $15,000,- 
000 bond issue for educational insti- 
tutions recommended by Governor 
Walker. Under the rules the meas- 
ure went to the foot of the calendar, 


-and with the end of the legislative ses- 


sion only three days distant, it is in 
grave jeopardy, though it is possible 
that it may be reached before adjourn- 
ment. 

Harrell Move Thwarted. 


Toward adjournment hour of the 
afternoon session, Senator Harrell, 
“th, vainly sought to have the senate 
adjourn without fixing a time to re- 
convene. The rules committee had not 
arranged a rife on this matter and

ealendar unacted upon, as house bills 
are to receive consideration during the 
last three days of the session. 

However, there is a possibility that 
a small number of important senate 
bills on which action ha3 not been 
taken may be acted upon this morn- 
ing, and if passed, immediately trans- 
mitted to the house for a first read- 
ing before the house adjourns to- 
night. 

Prospects of an all-night session of 
the senate arose Wednesday night 
when Senator Knox, Srd, offered a 
motion in writing to set aside the rules 
conumittee calendar and place on the 
ealendar for the night all senate bills 
pending in their numerical order. 
Senator Knight, 6th, then plead that 
the senate call up the long deferred 
juvenile court bill, which was given 
a setback Saturday by a filibuster 
engineered bys Senator Harrell, 12th. 
Before the motion could be put to a 
vote, Senator Harrell made a motion 
to adjourn, which took precedence over 
Senator Knox's motion. The adjourn- 
ment motion prevgiled. 

By defeating a proposal to enable 
counties of the state to form’: high- 
way zoning districts for the paving of 
rouds, the senate Wednesday auto- 
matically tabled a proposal to estab- 
lish a new thoroughfare to be known 
as the Uncle Remus highway. 

Albert G. Foster, of the 26th, author 
of.the bill, spoke for formation of the 
districts, but it beaten by a vote 
of 27 to 17. It was the measure’s 
second defeat, as it was beaten on 
August 11 and reconsideration voted.

Mrs. Ella Pass Dies From 
Injuries Received When 
She Is Said To Have 
Leaped From Car. 


Mrs. Ella Pass, of 15 Berean ave- 
nue, is dead; W. M. Howell, of East 
Point, is near death at Grady hospi- 
tal, and three other persons, two wom- 
en and a man, were injured Wednes- 
day in a series of automobile acci- 
dents, according to reports at police 
headquarters. 

The injured are Mrs. F. A. Scott, 
of 93 Jefferson street; Mrs. M. Z. 
Crist, of 156 Forrest avenue, and Mo- 
torcycle Officer E. L. Betzell. 

Mr. Howell was believed to have 
suffered fatal burns when the gaso- 
line tank of an automobile exploded 
while the motor was running in front 
of his home. 

Mrs. Pass, according to meager re- 
ports to police of the accident in 
which she was injured, suffered a 
fractured skull and many cuts and 
bruises when she leaped from an au- 
tomobile driven by her husband, R. 
W. M. Pass, on Marietta road between 
Bolton and Inman Yards. She died 
late Wednesday night at Grady hos- 
pital. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pass were returning 
to Atlanta from Smyrna, where they 
had yisited the home of their son, 
W. D. Pass. The son stated that the 
first news he received of his moth- 
ers injuries was in the form of a 
phone call from a friend who said the 
father was en route to Smyrna to 
bring the son to his mother’s bedside. 

Husband is Sought. 

W. D. Pass immediately rushed to 
Atlanta and he said that on the way 
he saw his father’s. automobile stand- 


ing by the road apparentiy undam- 
aged. Persons who lived in the neigh- 
berhood, he added, told him, however, 
that they saw the car suddenly en- 
veloped in dense smoke while progress- 
ing slowly, and that a woman leaped 
from it apparently panic-stricken. 

It was reported that R. M. Pass, 
the huaband, was uninjured. 

The body of Mrs. Pass was removed 
from Grady hospital to the under- 
taking parlors of Awtry & Lowndes 
and later carried to the residence, 15 
Berean avenue.

New Challenge Prohibits 
Landing of British Ships 
at River Ports. 


London, August 19.—A new Chinese 
challenge to Great Britain amounting 
to a virtual declaration of war has 
been made by the Canton government, 
the United News learns from an au- 
thoritative source. 

The Canton government has issued 
a manifesto prohibiting British and 
Japanese steamers from visiting river 


ports between Canton and Hong Kong. 
but expressly sanctioning the visits of 
ships of other nationalities provided 
they do not call at Hong Kong, which 
belongs to Britain. 

On learning of the manifesto the 
British consul general in China pro- 
tested vigorously to the Canton au- 
thorities, demanding to know wheth- 
er or not the manifesto was authentic, 
as it constituted a virtual declaration 
of war. 

Great Britain is taking up with 
Japan, the United States and other 
treaty powers what the London au- 
therities regard as a grave situation. 
Britain hopes to obtain the support 
of the other powers, as it is claimed 
that the Canton manifesto is aimed 
indirectly at the entire foreign colqny 
of Shameen. wees 

It is pointed out that the mani- 
festo emanated from the Kuo Mintang 
faction which controls the Kwangtung 
provincial government. and therefore 
does not involve the central govern- 
ment at Peking.

Varied and Useful Life 
Led in Building Daily 
News Into Commanding 
Position as Newspaper. 


Chicago, August 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-Victor F. Lawson 
editor and publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News, died at his home here to- 
night, after an illness of two days. 

Mr. Lawson had suffered heart at- 
tacks in recent years from overwork, 
and an attack of myocar.<:'’:, with 
acute dilatation which came yester- 
day; proved fatal at 10 o’clock to- 
night. 

His nearest relative, his niece, Mrs. 
Clarke N. Tavener, of Chicago, svm- 
moned when it was plain his illness 
had become grave, was at his hed- 
cide. 

Mr. Lawson would have been 75 
years old next month. Earlier in the 
yecr, and two or three times in the 
last decade, he had suffered attacks 
which kept him confined for a few 
days, but after brief rests, he resum- 
ed his vigorous activities, refusing to 
turn over the burden of direction of 
The Daily News to his staff. 

Made Low-Price Paper. 

Victor Fremont Lawson gained 
fame and fortune by his foresight in 
anticipating the success of a low-priced 
paper. His Daily News was the first 
western paper to make a success as a 
penny sheet. ! 

He later gained hosts’ of friends in 
the newspaper business, when 
foresight again came to the front and 
enabled him to supply hundreds of 
publishers and smaller newspapers 
with print paper during the paper 
shortage of war-time days. 

Mr. Lawson was one of the most in- 
fluential publishers in the United 
States and friends were eyer proud 
to assert. his paper always was con- 
structive. 

Influential In Associated Press. 

He was one of the founders and 
always a leader in the affairs of The 
Associated Press, being one of the 
most vigorous advocates of coopera- 
tive news gathering. He was presi- 
dent of the Illinois Corporation from 
1894 until 1900, He has been a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
present organization continuously 
since November, 1900. 

Mr. Lawson learned the rudiments 
of the newspaper business on a news- 
paper in which his father had an in- 
terest. He began early to acquire the 
experience which later enabled him 
to develop one of the most successful 
and widely-read newspapers on the 
continent, 


He was born in Chicago, September 
9, 1850, the son of Iver and Meling 
H. Lawson. Mr. Lawson, Sr., who 
helped to found the republican party 
in Illinois, was a great admirer of 
John C, Fremont, then a popular hero 
because of his part in the conquest 
of California, and he named his son

KILLED TARBUTTON 


Purported Eyewitness to 
Killing Repeats Testi- 
mony That Tanner De- 
liberately Fired Shot. 


Wrightsville, Ga., August 19.—De- 
spite the fact that he was grilled for 
three Hours the testimony of Noah 
Covington, purported eyewitness to 
the shot that killed Gus A. Tarbutton 
on February 17, given at the trial 
here today of C. G. Rawlings for the 
murder of Tarbutton, was unshaken 
when court adjourned. Covington, 
who was the state’s star witness in the 
recent trial of J. J. Tanner, who was 
given a life sentence in the Tarbutton 
case, underwent a severe cross-exam- 
ination by Thomas W. Hardwick, 
counsel for the defense, and the effort 
to impeach Covington will be resumed 
Thursday morning when court opens. 

“I watched Tanner place his gun 
to his shoulder, and take deliberate 
aim at Tarbutton and fire,’”’ Coving- 
ton repeated today. ‘On the day that 
Tarbutton was killed,” he continued, 
“I was on the Oconee river locating 
fishing grounds and when ‘I heard 
voices, I darted behind a tree, as I 
knew the land was posted. It was 
near this tree that Tarbutton, Tan- 
ner and Rawling passed, in the order 
named, and when near me, Tanner 
fired and Tarbutton fell.” 

Covington’s testimony was practical- 
ly the sams as given at the triat of 
Tanner, he relating his movements on 
the day of the killing, which tallied 
with his former story. 

Claims Victim Lured. 

The state introduced several wit- 
nesses in support of its contention 
that Tarbutton was lured to the Ring 
Jaw farm on the day he was killed 
ostensibly to examine soil for bauxite 
deposits, whereas beauxite in salable 
quantities was not available on that 
particular farm. 

Herschel Rinehart, of Dublin, told 
of going wifA Rawlings and Tarbutton 
to Riley, Ga., early in February, 
where bauxite deposits were being 
worked, and of carrying several speci- 
mens of deposits from the Ring Jaw 
farm to Riley. A. D. Wilson, of 
Riley, testified that samples from the 
Ring Jaw farm contained practically 
no bauxite. 

At this juncture the transcript of 
the testimony of B. A. Hooks, given 
at the Tanner trial, was introduced, 
Hooks being absent from the state at 
this time. This testimony was to the 
effect that Rawlings told him (Hooks) 
that he had secured analysis of the 
King Jaw farm deposits and that the 
percentage of bauxite there was worth 
S69 per ton. 

The state contends that Rawlings 
seit the samples obtained from the 
Riiey mines to the state geologist for 
analysis, instead of the sampies from 
the Ring Jaw farm, but that he re- 
ported to Tarbutton that the analysis 
of the Ring Jaw farm showed valu- 
abel bauxite content. 

_ Practically all witnesses today testi- 

fied as to the manner in which Tar- 
button was killed and in support of the 
conspiracy theory. The case moved 
slowly, as every inch was contested. 
After lengthy argument by defense 
counsel Judge Camp ruled out al- 
leged correspondence of Rawlings with 
the state geologist in regard to the 
samples of bauxite submitted to the 
state official. 

The state today placed several wit- 
nesses on the stand who gave testi- 
mony as to the range of the load that 
killed Tarbutton. new point 
of interest brought out was a 
demonstration of the gun, carried 
by Tanner when the fatal shot was 
fired, in which the state sought to 
show that the gun, a hammerless 
weapon, could not be discharged by 
simply falling to the ground, or being 


Continued Torrid Wave 
With Clear Skies Is Pre- 
diction for Today and 
Rest of Week. 


Breaking the high-point record of 98 
degrees fer August, established August 
11, 1900, the mercury Wodnesday be- 
gan its daily climb at 74 degrees and 
reached the record height of 100 about 
4 o'clock in the afternoon. This was 
the hottest August day this city has 
ever experienced in the history of the 
local weather bureau, which covers a 
50-year period. 

Wednesday was the second hottest 
day of the entire summer. On July 
8 the highest point ever recorded here 
was reached, when the mercury climb- 
ed to 101.2. 

This has been one of the most un- 
usual seasons in the history of the 
city, being characterized by an excess 
in temperature and a deficiency in 
rainfall. The daily temperature since 
January 1 has averaged almost three 
degrees a day above the normal figure, 
and the amount of precipitation has 
been about half the average. 

C. F. von Herrmann, head of the 
local weather bureau, states that there 
is no relief in sight, as there is little 
hope for rain in the near future, and 
all indications point to a continuation 
of the present unusual conditions. 

His forecast for today is continued 
fair and warm, with a temperature 
ranging from about 75 degrees to a 
point near the new record set Wed- 


nesday. 

The Washington bureau forecast for 
the state at large was “cloudy with 
probable thundershowers.” Cooler 
temperatures were also vromised the 
state today. 


THERMOMETER ABOVE 100 
IN TWO KENTUCKY TOWNS. 

Louisville, Ky., August 19.—(/)— 
Mercurial readings above the century 
mark were reported from many cities 
in western Kentucky today, with the 
highest temperature, 105, at Hender- 
son, where one man was overcome. 
Paducah reported) 1045; Bowling 
(Gireen, 102, and Owensboro and May- 
field, 100. 

A new record for August 19 in 
Louisville was set here when the tem- 
perature registered 99, one degree 
higher than at any time: in 20 years.

Finding of Sky’s “Ceiling’’ 
:: CLAIM “SKIP DISTANCE” WILL BE ELIMINATED © :: 


Hailed as Big Aid To Radio 


Washington, August 19.—The “ceil- 
ing” of the sky has been located—a 
discovery that will revolutionize radio 
transmission, in the opinion of ex- 
perts. 

It is known to lie more than 100 
miles above the earth. 

The investigations resulting in the 
discovery were made jointly by the 
naval research laboratory and the de- 
partment of terrestial magnetism of 
the Carnegie institution. : 

Its connection with radio comes 
from the fact that the ceiling of the 
sky acts as a deflecting surface to 
electro-magnetic waves, under which 
they are guided around the world 
in a way very similar to that in which 
whispered sound waves run under the 
domes of the capitol here and St. 
Paul’s cathedral in London. 

Technically, the ceiling of the sky 
is shown as “an ionized region in 
the higher levels of the earth’s atmos- 


phere.” 

“From observations made, it ap- 
pears that the plane of maximum 
density—in popular language, the 
ceiling of the sky—lies at a varying 
distance above the surface of the 
earth, rising and falling as atmos- 
pheric conditions vary,” a statement 


radio, the statement points out that in 
the pioneer work of short wave length 
transmission, it was found that sig- 
nels could be picked up at distances 
40 or 50 miles after which they dis- 
appeared. They were again picked up 
at points hundreds of miles distant. 
It is now determined that these waves 
ran along the ceiling of of the sky in 
the intervening distance. This is 
Enown as the “skip. distance.” 

“The joint experiments with the 
Carnegie institution of Washington 
has demonstrated definitely the exist- 
ence of two waves, one of them ar- 
riving by way of the earth, and the 
other by way of the layer. 

“The knowledge now gained will 
piay an important part in further ad- 
vencing the radio,” the statement 
says. ' 

“The naval research laboratory is 
now in communication with practical- 
ly every country in the world using 
short wave length and high frequen- 
cies. Understanding of the principles 
involved has progressed to the point 
where it can be definitely stated that 
a high frequency transmitting station 
can be built at a cost of $60,000 that 
will give better service and longer 
range than the presen 
stations 000

Washington, August 19.—-The Bel- 
gian debt settlement has served to 
clear the atmosphere with regard to 
the possible form of others, but can 
be taken as no model as far as cer- 
tain lenient terms granted Belgium 
are concerned because of special con- 
ditions in that case. 

Belgium held in her hand a special 
provision inculcated in the Versailles 
trenty and carried out in the Dawes 
plan for settling her war debts from 
German reparation payments. While 
the United States declined to give 
this legal recognition, the commission 
accorded it “moral weight.” 

Neither France nor Italy, the two 
largest remaining debtors, holds any 
such card, nor any of the other smail- 
er debtors. 

No Distinction To Be Made. 

Therefore no distinction will be 
made in the case of the other debtors 


between pre-armistice and post-armis- 
tice debts. They will be considered in 
a lump sum, just as was the British 
debt, a member of the commission said 
Wednesday. Because of the promise 
made by Woodrow Wilson, which was 
written inta the peace treaty, Belgium 
was freed of interest payments on her 
pre-armistice debt. 

A special exception granted pay- 
ments on her post-war debt settlement, 
however, in which respect alone it dif- 
fered from Great Britain, may be re- 
flected in some form in other settle- 
ments. This was a graduation of in- 
terest for the first 10 years. Hereto- 
fore, all subsequent debt settlements 
had been modeled on the British. This 
departure may be significant. 


France Coming Next. 

France, owing approximately $4,- 
000,000,000. will be the next debtor 
to stand before the glass window. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury ellon an- 
nounced Wednesday that the commis- 
sion will be here about September 15. 
She will plead easy terms. 

As yet no indication of those terms 
has been given. It was said in an 
authoritative quarter Wednesdar. 
however, that it was not seen how 
Frauce could get easier terms than 
Great Britain, except, perhaps, in one 
respect. Her payments for the first 
five years might be made small, as in 
the case of Poland, it was said, which 
follows the indication given in the 
graduated flat interest payments on 
her post-armistice debt granted to 
Belgium for the first 10 years.

As many of the patients as could be 
removed were taken to the Newport 
hospital, where 25 volunteer nurses 
ministered’ to their needs in wards 
that were filled with flowers brought 
from the gardens of Newport's 5s0- 
ciety leaders. 

Disaster Is Worst Since 1907. 

The disaster, the worst in Rhode 
Island waters since the steamer Iarch- 
mont went down with between 125 
and 175 on board in February, 1907, 
was the direct result of the defec- 
tive boiler, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Oscar A. Heltzen told the Asso- 
ciated Press tonight. It was a coin- 
cidence that George McVay, captain of 
the Mackinac, also was captain of the 
Iarchmont, which sank after being 
rammed by a schooner during a blind- 
ing snow storm. 

The Rhode Island attorney gen- 
eral’s department will continue its in- 
vestigation to determine whether there 
is criminal culpability in the disaster 
to the Mackinac. Federal steamship 
inspectors and Newport police also 
started an independent investigation 
today. United States Senator Jesse 
H. Metcalf asked Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover to start an immediate 
inquiry. 

Outstanding Tragedies. 


Outstanding tragedies incident to 
the explosion included the fate of the 
McCarthy family of Pawtucket and 
the deaths of two young college stu- 
dents who were working as members 
of the Mackinac’s crew curing vaca- 
tion. Mrs. McCarthy, the 
mother, and two of her children died

Belgium, I‘rance and Italy are all 
anxious to settle in order to secure 
loans in this country. That is the 
reason for their haste. Belgium and 
Italy each want $50,000,000, while 
France is seeking $100,000,000. 

The Belgium debt settlement is ex- 
pected to be approved by congress, 
though there may be opposition. 


BRITAIN WOULD RESENT 
EASY FRENCH TERMS. 

London, August 19.—Great Hrit- 
ain believes the United States’ lenient 
terms for funding the Belgian debt 
were justified, but all ranks of Brit-

Some of such suitable specimen is 
centrifuged (whirled to cause quick 
setthng of any sediment in it), and 
in normal persons such sediment con- 
sists of a grayish mucus; in the early 
stage of hemorrhagic Bright’s disease 
it consists of a brown precipitate; in 
the active stage the sediment becomes 
white. in degenerative Bright’s dis- 
ease no brown color shows in the 
sediment, but only a small amount 
of cloudy white deposit. In arteri- 
osclerotic Bright’s cisease, there is 
about the same colorless mucus as 
that obtained in normal persons. The 
difference in the casts and other find- 
ings in the three different conditions 
are too technical for a layman. 

Dr. Addis thus classifies the three 
types or kinds of Bright's disease: 

1.—Hemorrhagic Bright’s disease, 
which pathologists call glomerular 
nephritis, features being blood casts 
and red corpuscles in the urine. ‘This 
form is usuaily associated with a 
moderate increase in diastolic pres- 
sure and often slight general edema. 
The usual cause is a streptococcal in- 
fection, as in searlet fever. The iid- 
ney lesion often heals after the strep- 
tecoceal infection has run its course 
or been eradicated, with a defect com- 
pensated by cnlargement. 

2.—]Degenerative Bright’s disease, 
the prominent feature of which is 
tge presence of many epithelial cells 
in the sediment, the cells in all stages 
of granular or fatty degeneration. In 
some cases no cause can be found: 
sometimes it is due to poisoning by 
mercury or other metals, or to ma- 
laria, sometimes the toxemia of 
pregnancy ;” in .children it may be 
from staphylococcal focal infection. 

3.—Arteriosclerotic Bright’s disease, 
the most common form, found in 
patients with hypertension. This form 
is sometimes ealled chronic interstitial 
nephritis, and being rather a minor 
issue it cells for little consideration 
in the management of the patient 
for what really ails him—cardio vas- 
cular disease. 

Some readers will think it an over- 
sight that I have said nothing about 
albumin. The truth is, the finding 
of albumin in the urine is in itself 
of no definite significance, since it 
may be present in normal conditions 
or absent even tho the patient has 
Bright’s disease. The discovery of 
albumin in the urine no more means 
Bright’s disease than does a run 
down condition mean tuberculosis or 
a murmur heart disease.

When work is completed on Baffin 
island. the expedition. probably will 
cross Baffin Bay to the west shore of 
Greenland to obtain coal and possibly 
to collect data on the Norse ruins 
farther south.

Chicago, August 19.— (AP) —The 
original epitaph penned by Benjamin 
Franklin nearly 200 years ago, when 
as a young printer he lay seriously 
ill in Vhiladelphia, was found today 
in the collection of a Chicago busi- 
ness man. The epitaph has _ been 
sought in some quarters for nearly a 
hundred years. It was found 20 years 
ago and acquired by the Chicagoan, 
since when its whereabouts has been 
known only by a few persons ac- 
quainted with the Chicagoan’s exten- 
sive Franklin and early American col- 
lection, one of the most extensive in 
the world and possibly the most nearly 
complete as regards Franklin alone. 

An autograph-corrected copy of the 
original epitaph is, one of the most 
highly prized documents in the library 
of congress at Washington. 

The Chicago collection contains in 
addition to the Frankiin relics, many 


unpublished letters to and from George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson, John 
Paul Jones, and various other person- 
ages, scientists, philosophers and of- 
ficials throughout the world of the 
early American period. 

The collection contains Franklin’s 
“Poor Richard’s Almanac” virtual- 
ly complete from its first copy printed 
in 17383. It also contains complete 
the second magazine ever printed in 
America, Franklin’s “General Maga- 
zine and Historical Chronicle.” That 
work was short-lived, however, and 
apparently not suecessful, since it
